FEWER GRASSHOPPERS 
EXPECTED IN ALBERTA 


Grasshopper infestation in Alberta 
is expected to be lighter this year, 
but extends over a wider area than 
hitherto, making it more difficult to 
combat, Hon, D.B. Mullen, minister 
of agriculture, announced last week. 

Reports of the grasshopper egg sur- 
vey conducted by the department last 
fall indicate that while the really 
severe areas will not be as large, there 
is light infestation over an enlarged 
area, 

Last year the province spent around 
$100,000 in carrying on the grasshop- 
per campaign. According to Mr, Mul- 
len there will be no relaxing of the 
campaign this year, since the situation 
is well in hand and may soon be over- 
come.

NO CHANGE IN GASOLINE TAX 


No changes in Alberta’s gasoline 
tax or car licenses for this year are 
proposed in the provincial govern- 
ment’s budget for the 1939-40 fiscal 
year, which opens on April 1, 

Thus, Alberta is apparently in no 
danger of facing a situation similar 
to Ontario, where it is rumored that 
further boosts of the gasoline tax are 
contemplated, The present tax in On- 
tario is six cents per gallon, compared 
with seven in Alberta, In 1937, how-

While few persons now residing in 
the Carbon district may remember 
Mrs. Beveridge, her name will be car- 
ried on down the years, the Beveridge 
Lake School and Beveridge Lake be- 
ing named after her.

West, Calgary, attends 
Pro-Cathedral, Church of the Redeem- 
er, regularly, and has two daughters, 
Mrs. Homer Dixon of Vernon, B.C., 
and Mrs. R. Bevan, who resides in 
Florida.

A notable victory has once again 

been won by Canadian Agricultural 
Scientists over the destructive forces 
of nature, 
Another valuable rust-resistant wheat 
has been released: No, 975.1, which 
will now reign under the royal name 
of Regent, 

The variety is a Canadian product, 
having been bred, selected and tested 
by the Dominion Research Laboratory 
at Winnipeg, in co-operation with the 
Dominion Experimental Farms, our 
Canadian Universities and the Nation- 
al Research Council. 

About 1,400 bushels only are avail- 
able, which quantity is now being dis- 
tributed to a large number of farmers 
who, some time ago, applied for it. 

The announcement about Regent is 
made in Winnipeg. This is appropriate 
because the wheat was bred in Win- 


nipeg, and the very first practical 
step, too, in the Canadian fight 


against rust was taken in Winnipeg 
in 1917 by the spectacular removal 
by the Parks Board of 3,000 Barbarry 
bushes, 

I venture, therefore, to propose that 
the City of Winnipeg, should set a 
special day apart to celebrate this 
great victory over rust, so that we 
can all publicly pay a tribute to those 
talented scientists who have added so 
greatly to the income of our farmers, 
and who have added consequently to 
the wealth of all the people of Canada.

AMENDMENTS BEING MADE 
TO HAIL INSURANCE ACT 
Following the cessation of opera- 


tions by the Hail Insurance Board in 


1936 the farmers of Alberta were for | 


two years without hail insurance pro- 
tection under governmental arrange- 
ment, The Hail Insurance Act of 1938 
was draited and passed, therefore, to 
meet an emergent situation and the 
work had to be completed hurriedly 
last session, with the result that some 
changes were necessary this year so 
that the Buard could function properly. 

The 1938 Act was a mutual agree- 
ment and protected the farmers from 
loss of their operation costs rather 
than against loss of their possible pro- 
fits. This new idea limited the insur- 
able production cost to $5 per acre 
and policies were sold to cover over 
1,500,000 acres, the largest volume of 
hail insurance business written in Al- 
berta since 1923, 

The purpose of the present admin- 
istration now is to keep the present 
Board operating to care for a special 
need of the farmers and the following 
are some of the amendments being 
made to the Hail Insurance Act: 

Farmers with several parcels of land 
to insure will be able to ensure all 


of them with an initial payment of 
$5 to cover all, Previously ‘an initial 


payment of $5 was required for each 
parcel, 

Liens to secure payment of premium 
may be taken against the entire crop 
of the farmer. 

To facilitate adjustments, losses ar 
to be reported to the Board within 
three days of the damaging storm. 

Farmers will not be compelled to 
settle on the first adjustment but, if 
they want to appeal against it, they 
must file their complaints within five 
days of the first adjustment, 

Damage claims will be paid in equal 
amounts in November and March,

German Citizens Suffer 
From Lack of Food 


OUTCOME IS WAR 


“The assertion of truth; the un- 

veiling of illusion; the dissipation 

of hate; the enlargement and in- 
struction of men’s hearts and 
minds.” 

In attempting an analysis of Ger- 
many as a buyer of Canadian wheat 
we find it necessary to make it quit. 
clear that we are neither pro-Nazi, 
pro-Fascist, nor pro-Communist, We 
jar merely humble seekers after the 
truth, and because we discover that 
the true state of affairs which we 
have found (and which is well-known 
to all economists) is most seriously 
and adversely affecting the welfare of 
every Western Canadian farmer, hence 
of all the people of Canada, we are 
being bold enough o attempt to fol- 
low the injunction set out at the head 
of this article, and which was written 
a few years ago by Mr, J.M. Keynes, 
the eminent English economist, 
GERMAN IMPORTS OF WHEAT 

For the five years 1924 to 1929, 
Germany imported an average each 
year of 79 million bushels of wheat, 
of which total Canada supplied 15 
million bushels; but for the most rec- 
ent five years, that is from 1933 to 
1938, Germany imported only an av- 
erage annually of 16 million bushels, 
of which Canada supplied 2 million. 

Why this great reduction in Germ- 
any’s wheat imports (and the same 
proportionate reduction has occurred 
with Italy and a number of other 
European countries)? Are these coun- 
tries themselves producing all the 
wheat they need? The answer definite- 
ly is “no” for during this period 
Germany has only increased her wheat 
acreage by some 640,000 acres, 

Are, then, the German people eat- 
ing larger quantities of meat, ham, 
bacon, fats, butter, milk, cheese, vege- 
tables, fruits and so forth? Again the 
answer is ‘no’, All the evidence ob- 
tainable indicates that the German 
and other European people are con- 
suming less than previously of these 
protective foodstuffs, in spite of an in- 
crease in their populations. 

The truth is that the German people 
have available to them considerably 
less food per person that they had 
between 1924 and 1929, and even still 
less than they had before the War. 
In short, authoritative evidence 
veals that since 1930 the German peo- 
ple have been badly under-nourished 


more wheat and other foodstuffs than 
they are now consuming, Statements 
made by their officials reveal, 
that Germany 
purchase much more food if the pos- 
sibilities were given to her for doing 
so. 
WHAT CURTAILS PURCHASES 
We all know that Canada, the Unit- 
ed States, Australia, and the Argen- 
tine now have large quantitics of un- 
sold wheat, butter, meats and other 
foodstuffs, and surpluses of cotton, 
wool, oil and other raw materials, 
which surpluses are not only costing 
these countries money to carry, but 
are also depressing the price to pro- 


ducers, Why, then, it might be asked, 
ido not Germany, Italy and other 
|countries purchase these foodstuffs 


and other surpluses which their pco- 
| ple so badly need? 

The simple answer to this question 
is that Canada, the United States, 
Australia and other countries require 
foreign exchange or their own money 
for the products they sell, They will 
not accept the paper money of Ger- 
many or of other countries. 
way that Germany and other nations 
can obtain foreign exchange—or Ca- 
nadian and American 
selling their own goods to other coun- 
tries, 

Since the end of the Great War, un- 
| fortunately it seems that the countries 
which hold the surpluses of foodstuffs 
and raw materials appear to have done 
their best to stop German and other 


fore automatically these same coun- 
tries have stopped Germany from im- 
porting the foodstuffS and raw mater- 
ials necessary for the well-being of 
the German people, 

How was all this done by such 
countries as the United States, Canada 
and others? In a very simple manner, 
By increasing to great heights the 
tariffs imposed against foreign goods, 
by the Customs Departments fixing 
arbitrary prices, and by setting up 
quotas and other restrictions against 
foreign trade,

In Western Canada Will 


Preserve Aquatic Wild 


To people genuinely interested in 
wildlife conservation the announce- 
ment in New York by Ducks Un- 
limited, Inc., that wild ducks in- 
creased by approximately 1,800,000 
during 1938 and will increase by 2,-| 
500,000 this year is a statement of 
greater importance than it appears 
at first glance. It means that 
through purely private effort and 
financing by American sportsmen | 
the aquatic wildlife of the North} 
American Continent is being pre- 
Served and developed. 

The biological survey of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
«culture has for many years striven 
to lay the burden of a diminishing | 
crop of ducks and geese on Ameri- 
can sportsmen. Hunting seasons and 
bag limits have been reduced, feed-| 
ing and employment of live decoys 
have been prohibited and innumer- 
able and virtually unforceable re- 
strictions have been set up to the 
end that in some sections of the 
country duck and goose hunting has! 
been practically ruined. In many 
sections great marsh properties are) 
all but barren of wildlife because! 
bureaucrats in Washington rule that | 
migrating ducks and geese may not 
be fed lest they be lured to the hun- 
ter. 

Sportsmen and native experts in} 
all parts of the United States have 
long contended that complicated and 
often useless restrictions would not 
solve the waning duck supply. This} 
now scems proved beyond all doubt; 
by a convincing report made by 
Thomas C. Main, general manager 
for Canada of Ducks Unlimited. 

With American dollars Mr. Main, | 
@ grizzled Scotch-Canadian engineer 
who knows his Canada, has establish- 
ed by lease three large well watered 
duck-breeding sanctuaries in West- 
ern Canada. This spring three larger 
areas of abandoned farm land will 
have been prepared, comprising in 
all some 763,000 acres of marshes 
and lakes scattered over the prov- 
inces of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoka. 

And this is only a beginning. It 
is a well established fact that 80 per 
cent, of all ducks and geese which 
range the United States flyways dur- 
ing the uutumn, winter and spring 
are hatched and raised in Canada 
during the summer. 

For many years these birds have 
been pushed more and more to the} 
north by the drainage of land for 
agriculture, a human experiment) 
which has uniformly failed to pro- 
duce crops. Now water is being re- 
stored to these areas and the North 
American aquatic wildlife is being) 
saved and built up by the contribu-| 
tions of Americah sportsmen with) 
the co-operation of the Canadian pro-| 
vincial governments. | 

To contend that hunting restric-| 
tions in the United States will save, 
ducks is to ignore the Canadian duck} 
factory, the crux of the situation.| 
Ducks have been hunted since the | 
days of the Pilgrims and are as 
legitimate American food as_ the 
barnyard chicken, which must nat- 
urally first be hatched and fed be- 
fore being eaten. 

The vast and fruitful work now 
proceeding in Canada deserves the| 
support of every American interest-| 
ed in conservation. It will bring 
back to the marshes, bays and rivers 
of this country their rightful herit- 
age of wildlife.

Gardening 


Room Essehtial 


Most common mistake made by 
the new gardener is that of crowd- 
ing things too close together. In 


| planning layouts it is essential that 


the mature height and width of the 
flower or shrub or tree be kept in 
mind and sufficient space be allowed. 

In every reputable seed catalogue 


and in most special government bul- 


letins there will be found along with 
descriptions of various plants the 
height when full grown, This can 
be used as a guide in the planning. 
Roughly, space between 
should equal mature height. Thus 
a shrub like the ordinary white 
Spirea, which averages about 
feet in height in most parts of Can- 
ada, should have 6-7 feet between it 
and its neighbor and be 
away from walks and almost as far 
from fence or wall. 


Hot Beds 
When a large number of early 
plants are needed, these can be start- 


ed from seed in a hot bed. The lat- 
ter consists of a bed of fresh horse 
manure, which supplies the heat, 


about 18 inches deep. On this two 
or three inches of fine soil is placed 
and after the bed has heated up and 
then cooled down again (a matter 
of three or four days) the seed is 
sown in rows a few inches apart. The 
bed is protected by rough boarding 
along the side and on top and slop- 
ing towards the south about 10 to 18 
above the bed is placed a 
window sash well glassed. 

When the plants have developed 
their second set of leaves they are 
thinned out and before being trans- 
planted outside they are hardened in 


a cold frame which is simply a hot 


bed without any heating material. 
Use Good Seed 

It is impossible to over-emphasize 
the importance of good seed. Other 
factors are practically all beyond 
control but the gardener has abso- 
lute check over this foundation. 
Weather, soil and location may be 
ideal but without good seed, specially 
selected to suit Canadian conditions, 
the garhen is going to be a failure,

The 
rays of light, travelling up the in- 
terior of the rod literally “bounce” 
as they strike the highly-polished 
sides. Being unable to penetrate the 


end, inside the patient's body, as has 
previously been the case,

WE DISINFECT? 
It is a generally accepted fact that 
infection does not live in bedding, 


| clothes, old mattresses and other in- 


animate objects, and that disinfec- 
tion of such articles is a waste of 
time and a needless expense. The dis- 
covery that diphtheria carriers and 
mild overlooked cases of scarlet 
fever and the carriage of infection 
by sprays from the mouth and nose 
were the chief routes of transmis- 
sion in these affections has discount- 
ed the value of terminal disinfection 
(that is the disinfection used at the 
termination of the disease). 

The germs which cause disease in 
man fail to thrive outside the body 
unless they exist under conditions of 
moisture, food and warmth condu- 
cive to their life. The only ones that 


remain active outside the body are 
those like anthrax and tetanus 
which possess spores, and perhaps 


that of typhoid fever. Germs do not 
live long in old mattresses, bedding 
or clothing. 

The orthodox disinfection of mat- 
tresses and bedding was abandoned 
in Brighton, England, in 1910, The 
boiling of sheets, washing of blankets, 
dusting of bedrooms and scrubbing 
of floors was substituted. Home con- 
tacts of measles have not been ex- 
cluded from school at Brighton since 
1922 and this without any noticeable 
increase of infection 

In general the foregoing is the 
policy followed by health officers in 
this country and in the United 
States. It policy. No in- 
crease of disease has been known to

Vithout the customary fanfare, 
the victorious fuehrer entered the

As the fuehrer entered Prague the 
Prussian military already had set uj 
a temporary military and civil gov 
ernment to rule Bohemia and Mor- 
avia as protectorates of the greater 
German reich, in which they are to 
be simply cultural lands 

Hitler thus carried through what 
the great Tron Chancellor, Bis 
marck, shrank from doing taking 
command of southern Bohemia 

His Third Reich troops received 
the coldest greeting they have had in 
any of the territories into which they 
have gone to fulfill the idea of 
greater Germany 

Prague's residents, without fear 
ind contrary to repeated appeals 
made by loudspeakers set up in the 
capital's principal streets loudly 
hissed and booed the troops. They 
threw snow balls at armored cars as 
they rolled into the city 

A British United Press report 
stated that the German troops, ¢ 
they drew up in the Wencelas square 
were met by the strains of the Czech 
national anthem, sung by thousand 
of people with tears running down 
their faces, 

Bohemia was placed under mili 
tary rule of General Johannes Blas 
kowitz, commander of group. three 
of the German army, General Blas 
kowitz appointed IKkonrad  Henlein 
the Sudeten Nazi leader, to be chief 
of Bohemia’s civil administration 

Moravia's executive power was 
placed in the hands of General Wil 
helm List, commander of the fifth

Not The Starting Point 


Unemployment Insurance Problem 
Being Tackled At Wrong End 

Discussion so far ignores the vital 
fact that any plan for unemployment 
insurance in Canada is the top story 
—not the foundation—in any sound 
plan of social security for Canadian 
wage-earners. 

We need first to put our financial 
and economic house in order before 
adding a new annual 50 millions 
rigidity to our tax and wages struc- 
ture. 

We need a proper employment or 
job-finding service organized on a 
nation-wide basis. 

We need a working, workable plan 
for handling unemployment aid— 
that is, aid for those who cannot 
qualify for insurance benefit. 

We need to make provision for re- 
habilitating the tens of thousands of 
men and women now out of work 
and fitting them to get back into 
employment. 

We can be almost certain that un- 
less most or all of these considera- 
tions are first attended to, any 
scheme of unemployment insurance 
is almost sure to fail or fall far 
short of expectations. Either it will 
disintegrate, or, sooner or later, it 
will bankrupt the country.—Financial 
Post. 


When Women Make Wills 


Bequests Are Invariably Set Out 
With Great Precision 
Women in England are becoming 
more and more recognized in the 
fields of business and finance. It was 
recently pointed out in a financial 
newspaper article that the women of 
the house no longer depend on mas- 
culinity for financial advice. ‘Wo- 
men do know how to keep money 
these days. They do say what they 

mean. Their wills show it. 

“Among wills recently admitted to 
probate those of women have been 
unusually numerous. In one day 
there were no fewer than 24 with a 
total estate value of about $600 000. 
Some women died worth nearly 
$100,000. 

“Bequests in wills left by women 
are invariably set out with great 
precision and hedged about extremely 
carefully with conditions. Women 
are often blamed for not saying 
what they mean. If they really have 
shortcomings of this sort, they cer- 
tainly make up for them in their 
wills, The impress of their minds 
shows through the legal forms.”
